The result is, they nil 
come out poor and it takes half of the sum- 
mer's feed to get them back to the condi- 
tion they were in when the winter began. 
Here is a loss of the winter's keep and half 
of the summer's, and the only profit there is 
during tho year is that had during the last 
part of tho grass feeding. 


ILux-Y farmers neglect their colts when at 


tho proper age for training. It has been 
well said that colts intended for farm use 
should be well trained to all kinds of work 
when two years old, and to light drivingbe- 
fore. Of course, they should not bo re- 
quired to do much work, for it is enough to 
bo fiiught how to do it, with occasional light 
tasks to keep them proficient, heavy and 
regular work to bo given when they have 
attained full strength. 


To KEEP the weevil out of wheat, says an 


old farmer, sift a little salt over the bottom 
of the bin or whatever you put the wheat 
into and sow a little over it as you. put >t 
into garner or box. I have tested this for 
,;lose to fifty years, and never knew it to 
fail Salt will kill blaek weevil in a few 
hours if sprinkled over it. I have had 
neither black nor white weevil smco I b»vo 
used salt in my wheat. 1 sprinkle some in 
the stack when stacking if the wheat is 
very damp. 
\ PLIABLE authority recommends the 


following for colic ia horses: "Half pint 
molasses, one pint warm milk, ono pint 
warm water, two teaspoonfuls block pep- 
per; mix well and administer from astrong- 
necked bottle. This doso is for a horse of 
fifteen hands; under this height it should 
be a little less, and over it, increased. If it 
does not cure the pain wi-hin an hoar, give 
» second dose of half tho quantity of tha 
first, and if another hour brings no relief, 
add a third half dose."
